Tho late abduction of an English girl 


By Kuids, and the unexpecoed and some- 
what comical deno«6ment of tha exciting 
story Is a proof that love not only laughs 
at locksmiths, but contemptuously Ig- 
uoros racial antipathies and leliglous 
prejudices. 


Marriage by capture Is a vory old and 


vory widely spiead custom. It prevails 
among the Hindoos, the Kalmucks and 
Circassians and pi-imltlvo races of Aus- 
tralia, Now Zealand and Ameilca; but In- 
stead of abduction being considered an 
outrage by these half civilized peoples It 
Is looked upon as a preliminary rnariiage 
rite, and as a general rule the coy damsel 
Is by no means averse to tho mild vio- 
lence. 


Abduction became eo common in Eng- 


land in the reigns of tho Tudor princes 
that a statute was passed on the subject 
and this was followed by an act of Eliza- 
beth, whloh took away tho bonelit oj 
olorgy from tho offender, and it was not 
ill so late as tho reign of George IV, that 
the crime ceased to bo a capital offense 
and punishable with deatb. 


Formerly to constitute the offense there 


must have boon, first, a forcible talcing 
and then an actual marriage or deSlo- 
meut; and If a woman were taken forci- 
bly In one county and married In another 
tho offense, not being completed In either 
was not Indictable in either county. 


In 1804 two brothers were acquitted on 
t charge of abducting a Mrs. Lee, whom 
thoy had forcibly taken away in a chaise 
from London to Oxford, where one of 
them completed the offense. 


In the last century instances of abduc- 


tion, in which the piospective bilde was 
however, lu almost every case a consent- 
ing par'.y, are very numoious, and their 
story was helped to spioe tho pages of ro- 
mance and awake tho lyre of tho poet

Like most other things, curiosity may

Ten Is a shrub Indigenous to India—not 


imported from China. It is planted out 
on the estate generally as a small nursery 
Plant in line and at measured distance 
from its neighbors. It grows at an eleva- 
tion, but quicker at a low elevation 1 
have known tea to grow higher in one 
year than I could reach at low elevation 
while in the high districts it would take 
two or three years to attain the height of 
say six feet. When fully matured it 18 
pruned down to twenty Inches, the result 
oeing & flush of young wood. This Is 
what Is wanted for "leaf," but to allow 
tne busb an opportunity to give us a sur- 
face to pluck from, It is left for a -timo. 
Ihe leaf Is then plucked, not from the 
sides, which Increase the surface, but the 
K>p. Two leaves and a half are used for 
manufacture, those lower down being con- 
sidered too coarse. 


In plucking, we have three grades of 


tea, namely, the terminal leaf bud, and 
the very amall loaf called "flowery" or 
orange Pekoe; then comos the medium 


leaf, called "Pekoe," and lastly the largos 
and coarsest, called "Pekoe Souchong' 
All are plucked and put in tho basket in- 
discriminately to be sifted out after manu- 
facture. Twice e. day the baskets of tea 
leaf are taken to the factory and spread 
out thinly on canvas to wither, thatis be- 
come sott and pliable. The loaf thus spread 
out in the evening would bo ready for 
rolling next day. It will be observed from 
the above Illustration that tho withering 
takes place In tho interior of the factoiy 
not in the sun. When sufficiently withered 
.he leaf is let down through a funnel into 
:he ' roller," whloh has token the place ol 
the hands and feet of tho great unwashed. 
J.ms machine consists of a receptacle for

"Andrew Quintin, who was killed, 


on Wednesday last, September 30, by 


Rev. Dr. D. W. Wills, of Tacony, oc- j being struck by a train of the Jersey 


Central railroad, at Avon-by-thesSca, 
was the oldest railroad conductor in 
the United States, lie was born in 
]Jucks county on May 26, 1816. 
In 


18'25 his family moved to Philadelphia, 
and in 1834 young Quintiu was ap- 
prenticed to the carpenter's trade. 
He attended lectures and drawing 
school at the Franklin Institute in the 
evenings. 
His health failing, he ac- 


cepted a position a» an omnibus agent 
on the Philadelphia and Trenton rail- 
road company, acting occasionally as 
conductor on the road. 


In February, 1838, he was engaged 


by James Murroll, secretary of the 
company to act as conductor of the 
horse-car line between Philadelphia 
and Trenton, the first line exclusively 
for way passengers. 


"In December, 1839, he commenced 


running the line between the two cities 
by locomotive, via Bordentown and 
Camden, and without intermission con- 
tinued in active service until about ten 
years ago, when be was retired from 
active duty and placed on the pension 
list.

In dress 
and personal appearance he was fas- 
tidious almost to exquisiteness, being 
as particular in this respect as a soci 
ety beau, 
A feature of his make-up 


that will be remembered by thousands 
of his riders was the neat trick of cur* 
ling his hair at the side of his head in 
front of the ears, in which he took 
particular pride. Quintin became per- 
sonally acquainted witb the majority 
of his passengers, among whom it was 
a standing remark, that no one had 
ever been known to evade his vigilance 
and firm demand: "All tickets, please." 
While genial and pleasant to his ac- 
quaintances, he was a perfect martinet 
in the discharge of his duties. 
He 


was a terror to bums, tramps and that 
large class of the community who de- 
vote their time and energies to beat- 
ing railroad companies."

Tho Dlitrlbutlon of Ability. 


Tho oldest communities with the 


est white population have been most 
prolific la ability of all kinds At the 
same time this rule Is by no moans abso- 
lute in its application 
In Vii«inia, 


Massachusetts and Connecticut tbe per- 
centage of ability In proportion to the 
total white population Is higher than in 
the two other leading States New York 
and Pennsylvania In propoition to Its 
population. Connecticut leads every other 
Stato In the total amount of ability 
In 


the matter of groups nol only the abso- 
lute amount of ability, but the percentage 
In proportion to population Is higher in 
the New England and Middle States than 
In those of the South and West, outside 
Haij'land and Vhglnia 


Even more interesting than the percent- 


ages show n by the totals la the distribu- 
tion by occupation 
There aie eighteen 


departments enumerated in which dis- 
tinction has boon achieved 
New York 


leads In eight, soldiers lawyeis, artists 
navy business, engineers aichltsots and 
actors, Massachusetts leads In eight also; 
clergy, physicians, literatuie, science 
educators, philanthropy, inventors, and 
musicians; while Viiginla loads In the re- 
maining two, statesmen and pioneers 


This table also shows that the produc- 


tion of ability has been lomarkably con- 
centrated, and boa been coallncd, on th« 
whole, to comparatively few States A 
few comparisons will prove this Two 
States Massachusetts and New York, 
hav furnished more than a thud of the 
ability of the entito countrj 
Three- 


Massachusetts, New Yoik and Pennsyl- 
vania—have supplied almost exactly one- 
half, and five, Massachusetts New York, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut and Virginia, 
have produced two-thirds of the total 
amount 
In 
the 
arrangements 
by 


groups, wo find that the New England 
ffioup, and that foimed ol tha four 
Middle States, must each be credited with 
more than a third of the ability produced. 
The six New England and the four Middle 
States furnish together almost exactly 
three-quartois of the ability of the coun- 
try 
If Virginia be omitted, It also ap- 


pears that Massachusetts alone has fui- 
nlshocl a little more, and Now York a ttifle 
less ability than all the Southern and 
Western States together—that is, than 
twenty States and the District of Colum- 
bia. In the Western States the wide dlf- 
ferenoo which exists Is owing of course, 
In a large measure to their very recent 
settlement, for which proper allowance 
must be made in drawing any deductions 
from the figures la the tables.—Heuuy 
Catot Lodge In the Century.
